How to use the index 

Sadly, we've reached the end of Farthing Wood Friends. In 
this last part, you will find an index to help you look up the 
plants and animals you've read about. 


The index lists, in alphabetical order, the names of all the 
animals and plants that have appeared in Farthing Wood 
Friends. After each name you will find which section to 
look in and which number magazine. We 

have abbreviated the names of the sections and a key 

is given at the beginning of the index. 


For example, albatross AA122 means that you can 
read about albatrosses in the All About section of 
magazine number 122. 


If an animal or plant appears in more than one magazine, it 
is listed each time. For example, gorilla AA99, FF78 means 
you can find information on gorillas in magazine numbers 
99 and 78. 


Many of the animal and plants have been grouped 
together so, for example, you may not find barn owl or 
tawny owl but you will find owl, barn and owl, tawny. 


It’s a 
good opportunity for you to start looking things up 
in your index!
